Bird lovers also will be en­ 
couraged by Shell 3562. which 
Norris reported reduces the threat 
to bird life , endangered by sprays 
containing DDT. 
With systemics.” he said, "we 
can confine the chamical to the 
tree . . . without contaminating 
the area. From the standpoint of 
bird life, this would be better, al­ 
though there could be a hazard to 
the sapsuckers . . . ”

Tile resinous white pine and re­ 
lated firs produce headier incense. 
Logs of high moisture content 
such as catalpa give you a fire­ 
cracker blaze that crackles and 
sparks. If you use such wood be 
sure to screen you fireplace care­ 
fully against flying sparks. 
The heavier the wood the more 
heat, is the general dole White 
oak and hickory are among the 
leaders, followed by birch, sugar 
maple, red oak, white ash and 
apple. Elm, while it will produce 
heat, is not a particularly good 
firewood. Of course, almost any 
tree will supply firewood if you 
give it time to age and dry.

36 hours 
after he entered the hospital for 
treatm ent of acute leukemia. 
Before going to the hospital, 
Davis stopped to chat with Arthur 
Modell, president of the Cleveland 
Browns, 
WON FAM? AT SYRACUSE 
"His neck was swollen consid­ 
erably and we all knew what it 
meant,’’ Modell said. "He was 
coming by' to say good-bye to me 
and the others." But Davis said 
only that his throat hurt a little 
it was nothing serious and that 
he would be out of the hospital 
in a few day*. 
Davis became a national hero 
at Syracuse University. He was 
the only Negro to win the H e r­ 
man Trophy, an honor accorded 
to the nation’s outstanding colle­ 
giate football player. That award 
in 1961 and getting to meet and 
talk to President Kennedy were 
his greatest treasures. 
He signed a three-year contract 
for $80,000 with 
the Cleveland 
Browns in January. 1962. includ­ 
ing a bonus for $15,000. But the 
deadly blood disease sent him to 
hospital while at the All-Star 
camp on Aug. I, and he never 
got to play a game for the Na­ 
tional Football League club. 
ONLY TEMPORARY R ELIEF 
Three months of treatm ent tem ­ 
porarily arrested the disease, for 
about six months. During that pe­ 
riod Ernie underwent a condition­ 
ing program in hopes that he 
would be able to play for the 
Browns.

The Browns paid him a salary 
and all the hospital and medical 
bills—believed to be about $10,- 
000. 
RITES WEDNESDAY 
Funeral services will be con­ 
ducted in his home town of El­ 
mira, N.Y., Wednesday at 2 p m., 
in the Monumental Baptist Church 
with interment in Woodlawn Cem­ 
etery in that city. 
Davis, born in New Salem, Pa., 
Dec. 14, 1939, said recently he 
didn’t consider himself unlucky. 
‘I have had more than most 
people get in a lifetim e,’’ he wrote 
in a recent magazine article. "I 
think everybody wants some kind 
of recognition, something that will 
pick them out of a crowd and 
make people adm ire them .”

PEKING 
NP'—It's 7.000 miles 
from London to Red China. In 24 
hours you are here if you have 
$1,540 to spend for a three weeks' 
tour—and the Chinese accept you. 
It works out at about 14 cents a 
mile. 
Breakfast in London, lunch in 
Moscow, where most of the four- 
hour stop is spent filling in in­ 
numerable green forms demanded 
by rampant 
bureaucracy. One 
wonders if they are really friends, 
the Russians and the Chinese. 


FIRST TOURISTS 
Who makes this journey? dele­ 
gations of workers and trade un­ 
ionists from the Communist world, 
politicians and technical experts, 
and now the first tiny trickle of 
tourists. 
We 
are tourists and 
more important, organized tour- 
ists. The agency in Lindon saw to 
that. Individual tourists can make 
it. with a struggle, but the Chi­ 
nese prefer even their tourists to 
look like a delegation. 
This grouo includes a lawyer, ex­ 
member of the House of Com­ 
mons who has written books on 
famous trials: a drama critic of 
a London Sunday newspaper: a 
farmer-baronet from the North of 
England; a retired industrialist 
and bis wife, and several ener­ 
getic old ladies in search of some­ 
thing of more interest than a 
beach.

(A P) — Author 
Ernest Hemingway once said he 
didn’t believe his 
books would 
stand as a literary monument. 
"I am not always happy about 
what I write," the beared writ­ 
er said shortly before his death 
in 1961. "I am a w riter by de­ 
termination rather than natural 
talent." 
W h e t h e r Hemingway really 
meant what he said m ay be a sub­ 
ject for 21st Century classroom 
debate. 
One scholar, 
Dr. 
F. 
Warren 
Roberts of the U niversity of Tex­ 
as, thinks that 50 y ears from now 
students of literature will probe 
Hemingway's works and the pe­ 
riod in which he wrote just as the 
works of Byron. Shelley and Keats 
have been inspected 
"For that reason." says Rob- 
jerts. "we're trying to build up f 
'research collection for the study 
of the writing of A m erican au­ 
th o rs in the 20th C entury." 


IM PO R TA N T 
A U T H O R S 
As director of the university’! 
humanities research center, Rob­ 
erts guides a program designed 
to collect important au th o rs’ works 
before they become scattered and 
possibly lost. 
Some of H em ingw ay’s manu­ 
scripts, books inscribed by him, 
galley proofs corrected in his own 
handwriting and 
letters to and 
from the late author m ake up an 
important part of that collection. 
A recent addition, valued at ap­ 
proximately $.50,000. brought the 
university’s efforts to the public 
eye. 
It came from Lee Samuels of 
New York, a book d ealer and for­ 
mer fishing com panion of Hem­ 
ingway. It consists prim arily of 
books and m agazines with auto­ 
graphed m arginal notes and some 
of Hemingway's letters to Sam­ 
uels. Also included w ere galley 
proofs, corrected in the author's 
own hand, of "The Old Man and 
the Sea," a book which Heming­ 
way himself said he wished to 
lie the "crowning work of my 
life." 
"We can get things like this 
practically free 
now ," 
Roberts 
said. "Tile real service, however, 
will come 50 to 75 years from 
now’.”

Acquiring collections, said Rob­ 
erts. is far less expensive than 
buying items individually.
